Bishop Noll also recommended 
that each parish adopt a committee 
of three or four to call to the at- 
tention of their local newspaper 
editors or radio stations any mis- 
takes pertaining to Catholic teach- 
ings which appear in the local 
press or over the local radio. When 
an editor or newscaster knows he 
is being watched, the Bishop said, 
he will take special precautions to 
avoid error, 


He cited the present federal aid 
to education issue as an instance 
where newspapers and radio com- 
mentators frequently misstate the 
Catholic . position. ‘Newspaper 
and radio commentators are say- 
ing that Catholics are asking for 
federal support of their schools,” 
‘Bishop Noll said. “We most cer- 
tainly are not. Although Catho- 
lics would be paying at least one- 
fifth of the budget for federal aid 
to education, we are not asking 
for one cent for support of our 
schools: All we are asking is that 
our school children get the same 
help that public. school children 
would get under the program.” 


The Catholic broadcasters de- 
cided to make a nation-wide effort 
to expand their organization. 
They plan a drive to bring every 
Religious and layman doing Cath- 
olic broadcasts into the organiza- 
tion and have set up a post office 
box at Wilmington, Del., to answer 
queries.

Prague Presents 
War On Church 
As Political One 


Seeks To Convince 
World That Religion 
Is To Remain Free 


While communist propaganda 
inside Czechoslovakia continued its 
attacks on the Church, and on the 
Vatican in particular, as “allies of 
capitalism” and “economic exploit- 
ers,” the regime’s representatives 
abroad launched a campaign aimed 
at persuading public opinion that 
“politics” not “religion” is the real 
point at issue in the struggle. 


At the same time, reports from 
Czechoslovakia indicate that the 
recent Vatican decree on Catholic 
collaboration with communism has 
made a deep impression and that 
many of those who were fooled 
into supporting the government- 
sponsored, spurious “Catholic Ac- 
tion” are beginning to see the 
error of their ways. 


This “Catholic Action” commit- 
tee has just published a 48-page 
booklet entitled “The Treason of 
the Vatican and the Bishops,” and 
placed it on sale for the equivalent 


of four cents. Repeating the argu-'| 


ments stated in the speeches of 
governmental spokesmen, the book- 
let also contains pledges of loyalty 
by non-Catholic sects in Czechoslo- 
vakia and the text of the proposed 
new church law which aims at 
giving the regime full control over 
the financial and administrative 
affairs of the Church, 


The tactics pursued by the 
Prague government became clear 
in a press conference called by the 
Czechoslovak embassy in Wash- 
ington, where Charge d'affaires, 
Jan Vinar sought to “explain” 
what he called the real issues. 


The Czech diplomat asserted 
that, so far as the Vatican was 
concerned, the main issue was “the 
maintenance of its political power” 
inside Czechoslovakia, while for 
the Prague government the chief 
problem was that of stopping any 
“double allegiance” in political 
matters on the part of Czechoslo- 
vak Catholics. 


While disclaiming any intention 
on the part of his government to 
set up a schismatic national Cath- 
olic Church, and admitting that 
“most of the country’s nine million 
Catholics are good citizens,” Mr. 
Vinar said the recent excommuni- 
eation decree might well cause 
many Catholics, facing a conflict 
of conscience, to seek a way out. 

The diplomat charged the Cath- 
olic Church with “never” having 
stood for real freedom of religion, 
but only for freedom for the Cath- 
olic religion. He accused the Czech- 
oslovak Bishops of never having 
“officially raised their voice” 
against the German occupation, al- 
though he exempted Archbishop 
(then Monsignor) Josef Beran 
from that charge. The Archbishop 
has spent several years in nazi 
concentration camps.

Mr. McGrath will succeed At- 
torney General Tom Clark, who 
takes the seat on the Supreme 
Court left vacant by the death of 
Justice Frank Murphy, a Catholic. 
Except for the two months. be- 
tween the death of Justice Pierce 
Butler in November, 1939, and the 
appointment of Justice Frank Mur- 
phy in January, 1940, this is the 
first time since 1894 that there has 
not been at least one Catholic on 
the Supreme Court of the United 
States. 


Justice Murphy had previously 
served as Attorney General and 
was in the Cabinet with Postmast- 
er General James A. Farley. They 
were the first two Catholics to 
serve in a President’s cabinet at 
the same time. 


Of the 412 cabinet officers 
to serve the nation since the days 
of President George Washington, 
Mr. McGrath will the eleventh 
Catholic to hold one of these posts. 
Another Catholic, Senator Thomas 
J. Walsh of Montana, was designat- 
ed to serve as Attorney General 
in President Franklin D. Roose- 
velt’s first cabinet, but he died in 
1933, a few days before the admin- 
istration was sworn into office. 
Four other Catholics have occupied 
the office of rpg General— 
Roger B. Taney, who later became 
Chief Justice of the Supreme Court, 
in 1831; Joseph McKenna, who 
later became a member of the Su- 

reme Court, in 1897; Charles J. 

onaparte, in 1906, and the late 
Justice Murphy, who held that of- 
fice from 1939 until he was named 
to the Supreme Court in 1940. 


Five Catholics have held the of- 
fice of Postmaster General. They 
were James Campbell, who was in 
the cabinet from 1853 to 1857; Rob- 
ert J. Wynne, 1904-05; Mr. Farley, 
1933 to 1940; Frank C. Walker, 
1940 to 1945, and Robert E. Han- 
negan, 1945 to 1947. 


The present Secretary of Labor, 
Mr. Tobin, former Governor of 
Massachusetts and the tenth Cath- 
olic to serve in the cabinet, was 
appointed in August, 1948, and is 
the first Catholic to head the De- 
partment of Labor. 


Attorney General Taney, who 
later headed the Supreme Court, 
also served as Secreta of the 
Treasury ad interim under Presi- 
dent Andrew Jackson. Before be- 
coming Attorney General, Mr. Bon- 
aparte had served as Secretary of 
the Navy under President Theodore 
Roosevelt, 1905-06. They are the 
only Catholics to hold two cabinet 
positions. 


(The present a of Secretary 
of the Navy, held by Francis P. 
Matthews of Omaha, former Su- 
preme Knight of the Knights of 
Columbus, and the post of Secre- 
tary of the Army, since 1947 are 
not cabinet posts, but are included 
in The National Military Estab- 
lishment. )

“I believe,” the Cardinal con- 
tinued, “that_if the Federal gov- 
ernment provides a bottle of milk 
to each child in a public school it 
should provide milk for all school 
children. I believe that if Federal 
funds are used to transport chil- 
dren to public schools they should 
be used to transport parochial 
school children. I believe if through 
the use of Federal funds the chil- 
dren who attend public schools are 
immunized from contagious dis- 
eases that all children should be) 
protected from these diseases.” 


Mrs. Roosevelt had written, in 
opposing inclusion of aid to paro- 
chial school children in the Federal 
aid legislation, that “the separa- 
tion of Church and State is extrem- 
ly important to us who hold to 
the orfginal traditions of our na- 
tion.” Cardinal Spellman replied 
to this by stating: “But health and 
safety benefits and _ providing 
standard non-religious textbooks 
for all American children have 
nothing to do with the question of 
separation of Church and State.” 
He pointed out that the Supreme 
Court has approved these prac- 
tices. 

“*Taxation without representa- 
tion is tyranny’ was the cry that 
roused and rallied our pioneer 
Americans to fight for justice. 
Taxation without participation 
should rouse today’s Americans to 
equal ardor to protest an injustice 
that would deprive millions of 
American children of health and 
safety benefits to which all our 
children are entitled,” he stated. 


The Cardinal reminded. Mrs. 
Roosevelt that “America’s Catho- 
lic youth helped fight a long and 
bitter fight to save all Americans 
from oppression and persecution,” 
and said, “their broken bodies on

does not interfere with politics, at- 
tacking the order of the state 
‘(communist order) and impeding 
the reconstruction of democracy

sage which referred to the spirit 
of the anti-Christ being rampant 
in the world today), the only 
question is how to counteract re- 
actionary clerical attempts to hurt

Cardinal 
von Preysing is Bishop of Berlin. 

At the same time concentration 
camps in the Soviet zone show a 
constant increase of their un- 
happy population. According to 
figures available here, some 250,000 
people have been wantonly arrest- 
ed since the end of the war andj 
confined to these mass horror jails, 
which first were introduced in So- 
viet Russia, then adopted by the 
nazi regime, and now revived 
under the hammer and_ sickle. 
Some 100,000 of these prisoners 
are known to have been “liquidat- 
ed,” and another 650,000 deported 
to slave camps in Russia. About 
35,000 were released. Among them 
were numerous victims detained

With the consent of the Holy 
Father, the bulk of the funds was 
used to purchase, at less than 
wholesale cost, 1,000 complete lay- 
ettes for infants, which were for- 
warded to Poland, tagged as gifts 
of the Pope through the gener- 
osity of U. S. Catholic women. The 
layettes reached their destination 
safely and have been distributed, 
it was reported. Other new gar- 
ments, individually made or bought 
and forwarded by the donors to 
War Relief Services—N.C.W.C. for 
shipment to Rome, were consigned 
by the Holy Father to Germany, 
Italy and Palestine. 

The year’s record is made more 
impressive when it is realized that 
a comprehensive package-adoption 
program proceeded simultaneously 
with it, and that the same contribu- 
tors gave generously to the Lae- 
tare Sunday collection of funds in

PEAKING at a Socialist rally in 
Pennsylvania two days after 
Cardinal Spellman’s letter to Mrs, 
Roosevelt, Norman Thomas, a 
leader of the pgest lined himself 
up with—Well, we'll let you guess, 
That’s right.

y does Ireland refuse to join 
the Atlantic Pact? 


_ The answer was given recently 
In the Irish Informa 
and its case is stated as follows: 

It is needless to emphasize the 


heartily in sympathy with the 
measures sponsored by the United 
States for the protection of. the 
Atlantic countries from war, or 
from foreign occupation in the 
event of war. Irishmen are heart 
and soul with the cause of human 
liberty and Christian civilization, 
and they rejoice in the leadership 
of the human cause by that great 
country which they always regard 
as their chief friend. 


They would like to co-operate, 
but as a nation they cannot. They 
are denied the first condition of 
action as a nation: namely, the 
possession and control of the whole 
of their national territory, of 
which six Counties are occupied by 
Britain and are claimed as part 
of the United Kingdom—the ter- 
ritorial integrity of which is, in 
effect, guaranteed by the Atlantic 
Treaty. 

But, it may be said, if they 
wish to help, they ought not to let 
their dispute with Great Britain, 
over the occupation by Britain of 
part of Ireland, interfere with their 
part in the common defence. Un- 
happily, the situation is by no 
means so simple as that. There 
are explosive factors which menace 
the interests of all concerned in 
the safety of the Atlantic lands. 


To make this clear, look at: the 
map of the North Atlantic. Ireland 
is roughly the same size as New- 
foundland, and lies almost direct- 
ly opposite that other island. In 
fact, Ireland and Newfoundland 
are corresponding island bastions 
of the two hemispheres. 


Now, imagine Newfoundland di- 
vided between twe Governments 
and military controls. Suppose that 
between the two authorities there 
existed a bitter grievance, making 
smooth cooperation impossible. 
Suppose that the greater part of 
the Newfoundland population re- 
sented the presence of the second 
Government and military occupa- 
tion. How could the military chiefs 
in either part of the divided island 
lay effective plans? Imagine the 
northern coast of the island con- 
trolled by one State, and the great 
port of St. John’s by the other, a 
resentful rival, and it will be seen 
what difficulties would beset both 
Governments and military authori- 
ties, if they had to plan, not for the 
external defence of the island only, 
but also for safety against inter- 
nal strife and disruption. 


That is the exact situation in 
Ireland. The North-East corner 
is. held by an external power, 
against the wish of the historic 
Irish people, many of whose most 
patriotic sons live in those six oc- 
cupied counties, and are subjected 
to an exceedingly unfriendly and 
undemocratic regime. 

Bear in mind that in an area 
approximating four of those six 
counties there is an overall ma- 
jority who passionately desire 
unity with the rest of Ireland. The 
Tory majority is centered in Bel- 
fast and its immediate neighbor- 
hood. 

The Government of Ireland, to 
whom that patriotic population in 
the Six Counties looks for pro- 
tection, cannot enter into external 
military commitments involving 
collaboration with the Power re- 
sponsible for the occupation - of 
those Counties. The prospect— 
the inevitable results of such an 
alliance—must appal any sympa- 
thetic observer. For the Irish 
Government, it is a prospect to 
which there is only one conclu- 
sion: that the Government must 
maintain a noncommittal attitude 


against the seizure of church prop-/i 


The age-long desire of the 
people for friendship w 
based on mutual in nce 


truth that the Irish Nation is/the 


great neighbor should be free, too, 
and strong. All who know the Irish 
spirit know that responsibility for 
the defence of a truly free, united 
Ireland, will call forth the pas- 
sionate enthusiasm of a_ gallant 
race. Ireland will spring to arms, 
from shore to shore, without dis- 
tinction of class or creed, and their 
kindred in all the lands of dis- 
persal will be enlisted in the com- 
mon cause. 

This is the strong Ireland that 
ean be won for the chain of At- 
lantic defence by a simple, friendly 
settlement of a problem that has 
been allowed too long to bedevil 
the relations of Ireland with Brit- 
ain. 

As Americans wish to weld At- 
lantic unity in an unbreakable 
chain, could they not use their 
friendly offices to bring about a 
permanent Irish settlement: for by

Roots Of Vocations 


The ideal conditions for foster- 
ing vocations follow a rather defi- 
nite pattern, not only with regard 
to the priesthood and the relig- 
ious life, but also with regard to 
all the manners of serving God in 
life, Exceptions sometimes prove 
the rule. 

In his encyclical letter on the 
Catholic Priesthood, Pope Pius XI 


| stated: 


“The first and most natural 
place where the flowers of the 
sanctuary should most spontan- 
eously grow and bloom remains

‘possible for the layman, at least 
an hour’s quiet visit before the 
Blessed Sacrament every day for a 
week is not. God’s rewards for 
such sacrifices are entirely out of 
proportion to the efforts expended 
—and any reward in matters of vo- 
jeation is lifelong; in fact, its 
effects are eternal. 

In the choice of a life’s work, 
oie are free by the natural 
aw and are not obliged to obey 
their parents. The reason is that 
in those things which regard the 
conservation of the individual and 
the race, all men are equal, and it 
is a great injustice to force anyone 
to a state of life on which both his 
earthly and heavenly welfare de- 
pends. Parents sin if they force a 
child to embrace a particular state 
of life, or if they prevent him from 
the vocation of his election. As 
above explained, however, parents 
“a3 are to be consulted in this most 
Be. Gal grave matter. Even with regard 

to the selection of a profession, or 
secondary vocation, (doctor, law- 
yer, farmer, mechanic) the obe- 
dience to bye is qualified and 
conditioned by many circumstan- 
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The spiritual unity of the family 
that has helped foster a vocation 
to the priesthood is never greater 
than on the morning of the young 
priest’s first Mass. Then father 
and mother, brothers and sisters, 
realize that all sacrifices are amply 
repaid, because with their son and 
brother a priest at the altar, they 
are closer than ever to the imita- 
tion of the Holy Family, the true 
model of all Catholic families. 

The same is true In a lesser 
degree of other vocations by which 
the children consecrate themselves 
to the service of.God. But these 
hours of the family’s intense hap- 
piness are necessarily the rewards 
of the whole family’s efforts. 


Mom And Dad Know Best 


Beautiful examples of self-sacri- 
fice and deep family love abound 
in the study of vocations. Many a 
priest stands at the altar today be- 
cause of a brother’s or a sister’s 
sacrifice. Doctors and lawyers 
often complete their studies at the 
expense of. brothers who learned 
humble trades and helped at home 
during the long years of profes- 
sional training, 

Father’s coufisel and sacrifice to 
give his son the best possible op- 
portunities, mother’s secret pray- 
ers, a sister’s encouragement in 
the hours of trial, a brother’s con- 
cern in all that might dim the 
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hopes cherished by the family: 
such are often the human elements 
little known to outsiders. that 
stand behind what the world rec- 
ognizes as a successful career. 
Cooperation and mutual help of 
this kind within the family are 
often even more noticeable in 
humbler homes where even one 
boy is “given a better chance.” 
Family pride in such cases is jus- 
tifiable. Parents in these homes 
should bow their heads in gratitude 
to God, for His grace has seconded 
their efforts and made them real- 
ize their hopes for their children. 
by God-fearing parents. 


The acceptance and following of 
a vocation depends in no small 
measure upon parents. Unfor- 
tunately, they often hinder a voca- 
tion. Some conclude that, because 
a choice of life is God’s will, it is 
not their place to “interfere” in de- 
termining vocations. Such an atti- 
tude is wrong. It would. not be 
more unreasonable to say that 
since there can be no harvest with- 
out God’s Providence, farmers 
should not cultivate the soil and 
plant seed. Actually, the nation’s 
bread depends on God’s Providence 
and man’s industry. And the same 
principle is true with regard to 
vocations. God acts through con- 
scientious efforts and teaching of 
parents to fix certain noble ideas 
in their children’s minds which 
lead to the desire to follow a cer- 
tain walk in life. 


Parents may even stand in the 
way of a child’s vocation. Speak- 
ing of parents’ refusal to foster 
vocations to the priesthood, the 
Bishops of the United States 
stated at the Second Plenary 
Council of Baltimore, held imme- 
diately following the Civil War: 

“We fear that the fault lies, in 
great part, with many parents 
who, instead of fostering the de- 
sire, so natural to the youthful 
heart, of dedicating itself to the 
service of God’s sanctuary, but too 
often impart to their children their 
own worldly-mindedness, and seek 
to influence their choice of a state 
of life by unduly exaggerating the 
difficulties and dangers of the 
priestly calling, and painting in 
too glowing colors the advantages 
of a secular life” 


There are a variety of ways of 
fostering vocations. 


The parents’ instructions bear- 
ing on a choice of life must nat- 
urally be spread over an extended 
period of time. Longer talks may 
be few in number, in the youth’s 
matured yéars, shortlv before the 
actual election of the state of life. 
These instructions should include 
detailed explanations of the ele- 
ments taught more briefly during 
childhood. Emphasis should be 
placed on the following considera- 
tions: 


That vocation is the better which 
offers the greater possibility of 
praising God for a lifetime. 


Secondarily, the better vocation 
is that which offers the better 
means of sanctification of self. 
The promise of happiness and con- 
tentment born of a conscience at 
peace with God and moral secur- 
ity outweigh any other hopes that 
may reasonably be entertained. 


An excellent yardstick for deter- 
mining the choice of a life’s work 
is the spiritual valne for oneself in 
the service of others. 


As far as possible the youth 
should be induced to view the 
problem as he will view it on his 
deathbed, that is, as a life’s work 
to please God and serve his fellow 
men: no vocation is of value un- 
less it points to eternity,

Older children should be taught 
to say some prayer daily for guid- 
ance in the choice of a state of 
life. Before one’s final selection, 
prayer for light should be directed 
to the Holy Ghost. After the 
choice has been made, the spirit of 
the Church recommends adding 
prayer for the intercession of the 
heavenly patron of the particular 
profession or vocation chosen.

In many labor board elec- 
tions,’ workers™ may be able to 
choose a strong and well-run union 
in preference to one under com- 
munist control. In all these cases, 
the better procedure would be af- 
filiation with the non-communist 
organization. There is no com- 
pelling reason to use the tactic of 
fighting communists from within. 


Finally, there are borderline 
cases where prudence and common 
sense must prevail. It will be pos- 
sible in these situations that men 
of good will may advocate oppos- 
ing policies. An example is the 
United Electrical Workers, CIO, 
which is often being raided by the 
non-communist United Automobile 
Workers. Here many Catholics 
have differed in regard to the 
prudent program. Some favor the 
plan of staying in the UE, hoping 
to oust the communist leaders with- 
in the next two years. Others de- 
spair of fighting the entrenched 
political machine and feel that 
they should get out at ‘once. No 
outsider can be positive in ap- 
praising situations of this nature. 


An illustration of the wisdom 
of fighting communists from with- 
in the labor movement can be 
found in recent American experi- 
ence, Many friends of labor were 
alarmed at communist gains in the 
C.1.0. during the war. But when 
Walter Reuther ousted the commu- 
nists from the United Automobile 
Workers, the trend was reversed, 
Communist strength in the C.I.0. 
was soon whittled down to rela- 
tive insignificance. The Party it- 
self, in its publications, gives much 
of the credit for this to Catholic 
labor schools and the Association 
of Catholic Trade Unionists. 


Another problem faced by some 
Catholics concerns the reading of 
communist publications. There are 
scores of Red periodicals, but the 
best known are The Daily Worker, 
The Worker, the People’s World, 
and Political Affairs. Here the re- 
cent decree merely applies to such 
literature the general prohibition 
against reading literature harmful 
to faith and morals.

N. D. Professor Decries 


Lack Of Attention To 
Eastern Rite Catholics 


Notre Dame—Too little atten- 
tion has beengpaid to the fate of 
Catholics of the Eastern Rite in 
publicity given to the recent cases 
of Archbishops Stepinac and Beran 
and Cardinal Mindszenty, accord- 
ing to Professor Donald Attwater, 
of Blackfriar School, England, who 
is a visiting teacher this summer 
at the University of Notre Dame. 

Professor Attwater, who is a 
visiting teacher in the Notre Dame 
liturgical program this summer at 
Notre Dame, pointed out in a pub- 
lic address last week at Notre 
Dame that Catholics in formerly- 
Polish Ukraine (now in USSR) 
and in Rumania number 4 million 
and 1% million respectively. 

“All of their bishops are in 
prison, their institutions dispersed 
and destroyed, and the lower clergy 
and lay people are being cajoled 
and bludgeoned into repudiating 
unity with he Holy See and 
recognizing the separated Ortho- 
dox Church,” according to profes- 
sor Attwater. “They live in condi- 
tions similar to those of the 16th- 
17th century ‘penal days’ in Eng- 
land and Ireland.” 

Explaining why Catholics of the 
Eastern rite should be a special 
object. of persecution, Professor 
Attwater said: “One reason is that, 
for hisorical reasons and by long 
tradition, the Orthodox authorities 
are willing and able to cooperate 
with a hostile civil power long aft- 
er the Catholic authorities will 
have had to say ‘No.’ But we must 
not, on that account, gratuitously 
accuse Orthodox Bishops of know- 
ingly betraying the cause of 
Christ.” 


Papal Official’s 
Departure For 
Prague Postponed 


Berne, Switzerland—(NC)—The 
departure for Prague of Msgr. 
Luigi Bertolli, newly-appointed 
charge d’affaires of the Apostolic 
Internunciature in Czechoslovakia, 
has been postponed, according to 
an announcement of the Nuncia- 
ture here, where Monsignor Bertoli 
has served as counselor. No rea- 
sons are stated for the delay, but 
it is assumed here that Monsignor 
Bertoli has not received’ the 
Czechoslovak visa so far. 

Monsignor Bertoli would succeed 
in Prague Msgr. Gennaro Verolino. 
who is reported to have returned 
to Rome where he was received in 
private audience by His Holiness 
Pope Pius XII.
